The front of Its head has a sharp, 
chisel-like edge, and by driving this 
ng.ilnst the inside of the shell it grad- 
ually makes a hole. The violent mo- 
tions of the pnpa within cause the co- 
coon to leap ho that one has been seen 
to spring out of u small glass tumbler.
